The book," The Mixson-Mixon Family," recorded Malakiah Mixon to have married 
one Elizabeth, last name unknown. We journeyed to Lawrence Co.,Ms. in 1993 and 
obtained a certified copy of Malakiah Mixon’s marriage to one Mary Harrison. 
She was the daughter of Jeremiah Harrison and the date of the marriage was 

24 July, 1927. The Elizabeth could have been a mistake or another marriage, 
but we have not found any evidence of said Elizabeth.

Abraham was a Private in Co.A, 3rd Regiment, Ms. Infantry. His,wife, Lucy 
Parker Hixon, received a pension from the St. of Ala, We have been unable to 
locate his burial place as this date, 1993. 

‘On February 24, 1994, Don and I were doing some last bits of research for the 
DAR at the Pensacola Regional Library. J had decided to look at Aaron Parker 
in the 1850 4S. Jackson Co. Census to see if I could find Abraham and Lucy 
Parker Mixon because I knew that they were there but they were not in the Index 
of the Census. Sure enough, on the microfilm, page 17 we found Abraham, Lucy, 
Elizabeth age 3 and Aaron age 1. The old Abraham is found on pg. 20 of the 
microfilm of Jackson Co.,4S. Because I knew that the young Abraham did not die 
until 1864 in the Battle of Atlanta, I decided to look at the other Jacson Co. 
entries. There was an Ellen Parker. It found that Elender Parker was the 
Ellen (Aaron Parker had died since the 1850 MS. Census) Ellen is on the page 
with Abraham & Lucy. She is in household #162, Abraham is #165 and to our 
amazement, Elizabeth Joyce Mixon is household #166-right next door to her 
grandson Abraham. She gives her age as 82 born in $.C. There is no one else 
in her household listed. 

‘There may have been another child whose name could have been Mallard. This 
Nallard m. one Lucy Ellen Reeves who was known as “Sigsy". She was born 3 
March 1855, she died 12 Jan. 1914. I hope to find some confirmation.

The old Jeremiah Belk house burned about six or seven years ago and it would 
be a good house now if it had not burned. There is an old cemetery out there 
and Mr. and Mrs. DuBose said they believed all of Jeremiah Belk's family were 
buried out there. [am going to go out there soon as Willie can take me and see 
if | can find some slabs to any of their graves. They also told me they were of 
Methodist denomination and | am going to see if | can find any records about 
them at Old Cypress Methodist Church, the nearest Methodist Church to them,

Jesse Mixon, s. of John Mixon, IV and his wife, was b. probably in South 
Carolina, ca. 1744, d. in Yazoo County, Miss., ca. 1832, listed in the 

1830 census for Yazoo County as 80-90 years of age, and his wife 70-80 years 
of age. His name appears first in South Carolina records as being one of the 
signers and members of Capt. Robert Lide's Company of Volunteers, organized 
Oct. 9, 1775. Since he had not asked for pay for his services from S.C., and 
not mentioned in the 1790 census of that State, it was thought at first he had 
died or was killed in the war. Later records, however, show he had received 

a small land grant in 1785 in Beaufort District located on Matthews Bluff, near 
Savannah River. He had moved before 1790 to Effingham County, Ga., where 
further records are found indicating he had received more land grants in that 
County and in that part which was later cut off into Bulloch County. He hod 
married at least twice, name of first wife unknown - she had died before 1788 

at which time he had married a widow, Elizabeth, who had some children by a 
former marriage, but bore some two or more children by Jesse. He was a 

planter and a stock raiser, making a specialty of raising and training race horses. 
County records of Effingham County indicate he was Administrator of the Estate of 
Henry Webb, also estate of Rachel Shorter, and in Bulloch County, the adminis- 
trator of estate of John Cook, Mr. and Mrs. Mixon and four or more of his 
children, with their families, were in Mississippi Territory before Dec. 27, 1811. 


On Sept. 24, 1827, he deeded some slaves to two sons, Cornelius Lofton Mixson 
and John (Jehu) Mixson. He probably had one or more daughters by his first wife, 
however they have not been identified.

Vinson Mixon, s. of Jesse Mixon and wife, was b. ca. 1778 in South Carolina, 
He participated in the 1805 Georgia Land Lottery, and on Monday, January 28, 
1811, he, with his wife and six children, were among a number of people granted 
passports by the Governor of Georgia to pass through the Indian Nations. 


He is shown in the 1816 census of Marion County, Miss., with his wife and six 
children, with three sons and three daughters. He was a juror in Marion County, 
1819, but is not shown in the 1820 or subsequent censuses of Miss. or Ga. It 

is not known what happened to him and his family - they could have gone to 
another state, or could have died and his children scattered, some could have re- 
turned to Georgia. Some of his children (and it could have been one or more sons) 
were born, evidently, before 1800, as he had his six children at the time of his 
passport in Jan., 1811. They could have moved to Texas, where no complete 
census was had before 1850.

John Jehu Mixon, s. of Jesse and Elizabeth Mixon, was b. in Effingham County, 
Ga. in 1792, d.

Territory with his parents about 1810 and was one of the 
signers of a Petition to Congress asking for statehood for Miss. under date of Dec. 
27, 1811. He was a soldier in the War of 1812 , being with the 13th Miss. 
Regiment commanded by Col. George H. Nixon. He volunteered to take the 
place of his older brother, Cornelius, who had a large family. On Aug. 1, 1822, 
he m. Rebecca Slade in Marion County, Miss. Comelius was his bondsman at his 
wedding.

Here he settled, farmed, and built 
a mill on the creek, grinding wheat as well as com, also had a cotton gin in 
connection with his mill, He served as jailor for some years at the Old Augusta 
jail, and it was during that time when James Copeland, a notorious criminal, was 
confined therein. On night while carrying him his supper, Copeland was waiting 
to hit Mr. Mixon over the head with a plank, but missed and hit his foot instead, 
breaking it. Rebecca took her shoe and hit Copeland over the head, but he escaped, 
was later recaptured and hanged from a tree near the old jail. Before his death, 
Mr. Mixon sold his bounty grant to pay off his debts. He hod applied for another 
grant which was given his widow after his death.
